Here’s a chance to show your metal 
and help pump up local firefighters. 

The Fenwick Firefighters Associa¬ 
tion has set up a bin beside Pelham 
Fire Station No. 2 to collect and will 
dispose of scrap metal free of charge. 

The volunteer firefighters will recy¬ 
cled the metal through V&R Recycling 
in Smithville. 

Proceeds from it will be used to 
equip a new Fenwick fire station. 

This year the town will build the 
new one on Welland Rd. a few lots 
east of the current station at 792 
Welland Rd. where it meets Canboro

“We are looking for any kind of 
scrap metal,” said David Nicholls, sec¬ 
retary of the Fenwick Firefighters 
Association.

Home ownerships 
fight poverty cycle

It all starts with land. 

Alastair Davis, executive 
director of Habitat For 
Humanity Niagara, pitched 
a partnership to Pelham 
town council last week. 

He hopes to stir interest 
from the town or individu¬ 
als to donate land to the 
organization. 

“It was a starting point,” 
he said about his presenta- 


In it he outlined how 
Habitat selects families 
who buy the homes. They 
invest 500 hours of “sweat 
equity” to assist in con¬ 
struction of the house. They 
require the ability to pay for 
a zero-interest, no-down- 
payment mortgage through 
a rent-geared-to-income 
system. 

“Once we have the land 
we can look for the family 
and the materials,” he said. 

Habitat For Humanity 
Niagara has built 32 homes 
in Niagara in Welland, Port 
Colborne, St. Catharines, 
Fort Erie and Thorold. 

He told Pelham council 
Grimsby has just 
announced it will provide 
land for a project. 

Davis said Habitat strives 
“to break the cycle of pov¬ 
erty” by building safe, 
decent, affordable homes. 

Once a family has a home 
it finds its life transforms, 
he said. Parents have stabil¬ 
ity and children start to 
improve in school. 

He rhymed off statistics 
that show 14.2% of Niagara 
residents, 15.6% of children 
and 48.9% of single-parent 
families live in poverty. 

People in poverty are 


living in housing that is not 
affordable, overcrowded, 
substandard or a combina¬ 
tion of all three, Davis told 
council. 

Meanwhile, 6,199 fami¬ 
lies are waiting up to eight 
years for affordable housing 
in Niagara, he said. 

Habitat uses community 
partnerships to build its 
houses. In addition to 
donated land and help 
from municipalities such as 
rezoning the land, it 
receives donated materials, 
labour from high school 
and Niagara College tech¬ 
nology students as well as 
volunteering professionals. 
And it buys from local mer¬ 
chants. 

His ability to give out a 
tax receipt for donations 
makes him very popular, 
Davis said with a laugh in 
an interview following his 
presentation. 

He found Pelham council 
quite receptive and wel¬ 
coming, he said. He realizes 
his presentation is just the 
start to a long process. 

Land donations come 
from unusual sources. For 
example, Habitat is con¬ 
structing three homes on 
an unused parking lot on 
Fraser St. in Welland. 

“Someone just driving 
around noticed the lot was 
abandoned,” he said about 
how it started. 

Similarly, a closed church 
in Data City was donated to 
Habitat, which tore it down 
and replaced it with a 

Sometimes a municipal¬ 
ity or a developer may have 
an odd-sized lot that seems 
to have no practical use, 
said Davis.
